An informative little book is Som- 
erset Maugham’s “France at War.” 
It is an excellent and a sympa- 
thetic piece of reporting upon what 
the French are doing to defend 
their country and how they are 
keeping the home fires burning. It 
is only 111 pages long, yet it gives 
a vivid picture of conditions in 
France today by one who under- 
stands and loves the country and 
its people. 

As a relief from books on the 
present cirsis, read “My Ten Years 
in the Studio,” by George Arliss, If 
you have seen Arliss on the stage 
or screen, you will know that it is 
“Arliss speaking” after the first few 
sentences as he invests his writing 
with the rhythmic phrases of his 
speech, in fact, his writing seems to 
convey the very inflections of his 
voice. Urbane and reticent, Arliss 
does not go in for spectacular state- 
ments or intimate confessions, He 
is content to record the routine 
happenings of his years in the stu- 
dios, but routine is never dull with 
Mr. Arliss as you will discover once 
you have begun to read his book. 

George Arliss went to work for 
Warner Brothers in 1928. Although 
he had achieved top rank as an ac- 
tor on the legitimate stage, he did 
not go into pictures with a nose-in- 
the-air attitude. It has been a rich, 
new experience for him in which he 
has been able to utilize much of his 
stage technique. Fans of Mr. Awliss 
will find a detailed account of all 
the talking pictures he has made 
from “Disraeli” to “Dr. Syn.” When 
Mr. Arliss is looking for a_pic- 
ture, it is not enough that he finds 
an interesting story. The picture 
must have what he calls plus value, 
it must contain the presence of 
some condition or character that 
the audience can apply to its own 
knowledge or experience in life. 

Paying tribute to friends and as- 
sociates is the very breath of life 
to Mr. Arliss. People prominent on 
stage and screen troop in and 
out of the book. Admirers of Baite| 
Davis will be glad to know that Mr. 
Arliss believes she is the most mts 
portant star on the screen today. 

Although Mr. Arliss is reticent 
about much in his private life, he 
reveals the happiest kind of com- 
panionship with his wife Flo Arliss 
who, by the way, has appeared in 
several of his pictures. The house- 
hold pets come in for their share in| 
commendation even though they 
always give their allegiance first to| 
Mr. Arliss. In her time the parrot 
Dinky was devoted to her mistress 
as the dog Sadie Thompson is to-j; 
day. Both Mr. and Mrs. Arliss are 
active in the anti-vivisection soci- 
ety; at the time of writing his book, 
Mr. Arliss was president of the or- 
ganization. 

First and foremost, Mr. Arliss is 
the professional actor. Just as the 
physician is interested in his pa- 
tient and the lawyer in his client, 
Mr. Arliss is interested in his au- 
dience. But beneath the routine re- 
cord of life in the studios you will 
Sense the man himself whose man- 
ners and speech have have been the 
admiration of thousands; beneath

On Monday 


Balloting On Amendments 
To Pact Is Being 
Conducted By Mail 


SAN FRANCISCO — With mail 
balloting on amendments to the 
California peaches well under way, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials in an announcement issued 
today, stressed the fact that all bal- 
lots mailed must be post-marked 
prior to midnight, May 27. 

Growers who did not receive bal- 
lots by mail were to vote Thursday 
and Friday at local County en 


cultural Conservation Committee 
offices. 

Requested by the California de- 
ciduous tree fruit industry and ten- 
tatively approved by the Secretary 
of Agriculture following public 
hearings, the proposed amendments 
provide for: (1) Methods of voting 
for, and for qualifying, committee 
members; (2) Methods of voting for, 
members; (2) compensation and ex- 
penses of grower members of com- 
mittees in the performance of du- 
ties other than attending regular 
meetings; (3) committees ace 

{ 


to delegate certain duties to a man- 
ager under prescribed restrictions; 
(4) unfair methods of packing El- 
berta peaches; (5) slight modifica- 
tion of daily shipment regulation; 
and (6) reporting of price informa- 
tion by shippers, 

The amendments, as_ tentatively 
approved, can be made effective by 
the secretary if the amendments are 
signed by shippers of at least 67 | 
per cent of the fruit shipped by 
signers of the original agreement 
and if at least two-thirds of the 
growers who vote, by number or by 
volume, favor issuance of the am- 
endments to the order. 

While growers vote in the present 
referendum on the issuance of an 
order covering the amendments, the 
proposals are being submitted to 
handlers for their signatures. 

The program, which has been in | 
effect since May 29, 1939, regulates | 
the handling of these fruits in in-; 
terstate and foreign commerce.

ARE RECRUITED AS 


| “VICTORY FARMERS” 


LONDON, (\P)—Britain has “re- 
cruited’’ school boys in the “dig for 
victory campaign’ to forestall the 
food queques of 1917. 

At swank Eton and Harrow the 
boys will drop their cricket bats to 
Pick up hoes and doff the “old 
schoo] tie” and don overalls to aid 
the farmer harvest the new war- 
time acres now under the plow. 

The boys will come from all 
classes, from the so-called “public” 
or private schools, from secondary 
and elementary institutions. Under 
the influence of the war they will 
get “mixed in,” the boy who may 
some day affix a title to his name 
toiling beside the munitions work- 
er’s son. 

This new farm front will supple- 
ment the Women’s Land Army. 
The boys will range in age from 14 
to 17. Many already are taking up 
“farm lessons” along with their al- 
gebra, history and grammar. 

The plan was devised by the min- 
ister of agriculture. Figures issued 
recently revealed that the campaign 
to place under cultivation 2,000,000 
additional acres had fallen short of 
the mark. This was attributed in 
part to a shortage of labor,
